‘that refusal to recognize the new regime cannot 
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NO EXCUSE FOR ADOPTION 
OF TRIFLING METHODS. : 

Contending that the swi'ching of freight cars in the eastern part of the city by the 
Street railway department is being so conducted as to be~a-menace to life and property, the 
residents east of Syndicate avenue have decided to resort to the courts or the Dominion Rail- 
way Commission to secure the protection which the ordinary. laws of the land are supposed to 
provide. fe 
Viewed from any angle the position taken by the city administration in this respect is 
untenable and the rights of the ratepayers should have been recognized months ago, without 
the residents affected being forced to go to therailway commission for protection, The’mayor 
and council, as elected representatives of the people, are supposed to be in duty bound to pro- 
vide protection for the citizens. 

In this particular. section of the city the street railway department is carrying on a 
business which at some future date will undoubtedly plunge the cily into a lawsuit which 
could he easily guarded against. There is no objection to this particular civic utility develop- 
ing a money making business through the spotting of cars for private individuals or corpor- 
ations just so long as that work does not constitute a menace to life and limb or reduce the 
value of property where the operations are being carried on. The operation of heavily loaded 
freight cars up and down one of the main arteries of the street railway system, without any 
visible means of checking the progress of the cars, should an accident be imminent, however, 
constitutes an act which will not be tolerated one moment by the railway commission and 
should not be countenanced by the mayor and aldermen. In addition to this there is the 
further intolerable feature, that of spotting cars of lumber, cement, etc., on temporary spurs 
where the goads which the car contains must of necessity be unloaded on a public street to 
the detriment of the travelling public. Yet this is being done every day at various points be- 
tween Jasper avenue and Norwood boulevard. See 

It is a principle long laid down that the public, on public thoroughfares, is entitled to 
protection and if accidents occur then those-in authority will be forced to bear the brunt of 


the action. eo 
- Further illustrations of the dilatory tactics adopted by the mayor and council are 
shown in the subway problems which the city have been facing ever since the street railway 
system came into being, Before the first car was put cn the track the then street-railway 
superintendent urged the-installation of safety devices. This proposition was eventually 
shelved in favor of subways and the railway commission instructed the railways affected to 
prepare plans and file them with the board and city. This was done but the corporations 
overlooked the filing of a profile without which the plans were useless. For weeks the ori- 
ginal plans lay in the offices of the city aiid no request for the profile was submitted. When 
the railway commission again met therailways were ordered to submit the profile within one 
week. To date this has not been done and the only protection which the pedestrians or 
travellers ore the street cars, crossing the railway track, have is a watchman who is supposed 
{o signal when.a train is coming. «Watchmen for such purposes have long since been proven 
an inadequate protection. The watchman may attend stricily to his duty but the waving 
of a flag wiil not lessen the speed of a runaway engine or cause to slow down a freight train, 
travelling al 30 miles an hour, when it discovers that a street car is crossing the right ot 
way. : reacties 
The attitude of the mayor and council is not without precedent but that does not con- 
stitute a reason why the general public should not have the protection to which it is en- 
titled. The city officials have all the pgwers necessary for the enacting of regulations which 
will minimize the possibility of accidents. To date the city has been particularly fortunate but 
that is no excuse for the adoption of trifling methods which may resuit in the loss of -life-and 


the consequent heavy financial loss to the municipality.

Years Has Elapsed |Burton Says That It Will Fail in 


Its Purpose to Lower Cost 
of Living, 


CALLS IT MOST. 
INJURIOUS MEASURE 


Declares It the Outcome of 
Secret Caucus Methods 
Such as President Wilson 
Denounced in His Book, 


Washington, July 22.,—Republican 
senators continued to bombard — the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff bill yes- 
terday, Senator Burton, of Ohio, ex- 
pressing the assurance that it would 
fail in its purpose to lower the cost of 
living, and Senator Smoot, of Utah, In 
an address to be continued today, 
branding it as “the most injurious tar- 
iff measure ever taken up for consider- 
ation by congress.” 

“This bill,"’ said Senator Smoot, ‘18 
a parlisan and sectional measure, the 
outcome of secret caucus methods such 
as never ruled before in the senate of 
the United States." 

In his book, ‘Our New Freedom," 
President Wilson says there is no ex- 
cuse for caucusing in congress and in 
a specch on the Indians, preceding his 
election, he emphasized that point by 
congressional proceedings. Yet not In 
the history of congress has there been 
anything equal to that record In the 
way of dark methods in the prepara- 
lon of a tariff bill. 

Refers to Foss, 

“Governor Foss of Massachusetts, 
who has been three.times electcd to 
his polltical office by the demooratic 
party .and who was supported as a 
candidate for president at the last 
democyatic national convention, de- 
nounces this bill as a sacrifice of the 
interests of the nation. He has pur- 
chased a site Jn Canada for his large 
manufacturing establishment in Massa- 
chusetts, and says that he will remove 
his business there {f this bill becomes 
a law. «Mr. William R. Hearst, a pro- 
minent democrat mentioned as a can- 
didate for president, agrees with Gov- 
ernor Foss, 

“Wo all-know what democrats of 
Louisiana, Colorado, Montana and 
Other states vitally Interested think of 
this measure. A former democratio 
Wnited States senator from Colorado 
has denounced it in vigorous terms. ' 

Says Industries Killed. 

“How could he do otherwise when it 
Sacrifices practically every” {mportant 
Industfy of that state and also of every 
other Rocky Monntain state ‘as, well 9s 
other states, excepting, possibly, some 
in the south,” ; 


Analysing the bill from end to end, || 


Senator Smoot declared that ‘of the 
many monstrous provisions of this tar- 
iff law, perhaps the worst is.the one 
designed to annihilate the production of 
sugar jn this country.” 

Senator Smoot predicted dire results 
when the bill became a law, and 
averred that the first industries-of the 
country .to suffer from its passage 
“would not be the, great trusts and 
powerful corpordations, but the thou- 
sands of manufacturers with ‘small 
capital,” i

| TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


HEBREWS TO OBSERVE 
FAST OF -TAMMUZ TODAY. 


Hebrews: throughout the world will 
observe the fast of Tammuz today, this 
being the seventeenth day of the month 


This ‘is one of the six fasts observed 
annually by adherents of Judaism, all 
of them being commemorative of na- 
tional calamities in the long history of 
the Jews; Yom Kippur, the day of 
expiation, which falls this year on Oc- 
tober 441; Is the most generally ob- 
served of these days of abstinence, the 
others, besides the. fast of Tammuz, 
being the fasts of Esther, Ab, Gedaliah 
and-Tebet. 

From the days of Moses the Jews 
made. the day of expiation a day of 
fasting, and their publio fasts afterward 
became numerous.  Abrtinence from 
food and drink, at least in part, for cer- 
tain days or periods has been imposed 
by all religions, Among the ‘ancient 
Hgyptians: fasting was associated with 
many religious rites, notably that. to 
Isis, but the\observance was not com- 
pulsory. The early Christian church, 
influenced by traditional Jewish. feel- 
ings and by the force of habit, com- 
manded occasional fasts, but abstinence 
did not at first occupy nearly ‘so pro- 
minent a place in Christian ritual ag it 
later attained; The Greeks and Ro- 
mans. had periodical fasts, some of 
which were ordained specially — for 
priests and women. “The continually 
stuffed body cannot see secret things,” 
is still an axiom that meets with gen- 
eral acceptance. Among the Mahome- 
tans the entire month of Ramadan is 
by command of the Propliet observed 
as a fast with extraordinary rigor, and 
the faithful must abstain from all food 
and drink from daybreak till dark of 
cach day, Of late years this fast has
